I think my going 
in Perſon into Ireland, will be 4 great mans to put an End to the War, therefore am re- 
ſolu'd upon it. F alſo aſſure you, 1 will make it my particular Care to prote# and defend 
the Church of England, as by Law eftabliſh'd. I ſhall deſire you will in my abſerde, 
gake care that all things be kept in good peace and good order; and at my Return, [ hope 
#n God, all things will be well ſettled; that we may be happy, and enjoy one another, aud 
every man his Right.
